The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Consul  at 
Vladivostok  (Mr.  R.  M.  Hodgson)  on  the  trade  of  that  district  in 
1911,  which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

The  building  of  the  Amur  Railway  and  the  construction  of  numerous 
militar)’  and  naval  works  have  created  a  very  large 
Cement.  demand  for  cement.  For  these  purposes  only 

Russian  cement  may  be  used,  and,  but  for  the 
customs  duty,  a  large  import  of  foreign  cement  for  private  and 
municipal  purposes  would  have  been  assured.  As  it  is,  prices  for 
cement  have  been  continually  rising,  and  the  only  factory  in  this 
region — situated  at  Spasskaya  in  the  Ussuri  Valley — is  compelled 
to  double  its  plant  while  its  whole  output  is  being  taken  up  by 
the  Government.  It  has  been  found  possible  recently  to  bring  in 
consignments  of  German  cement,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that,  with  the 
high  prices  prevailing  and  the  assured  Government  demand  for 
several  years  to  come,  openings  must  occur  for  occasional  shipments 
of  foreign  cement.  On  the  Amur  especially  a  stock  of  cement  should 
be  profitable,  the  current  price  at  Blagovestchensk,  where  there  is  a 
large  and  increasing  current  demand,  being  10  roubles  (about  21s.) 
the  barrel. 

At  the  beginning  of  1911  a  project  was  drawn  up  for  building  at 
Shkotovo,  on  the  Ussuri  Baj'^,  some  30  miles  from  Vladivostok,  a 
cement  factorv’  to  be  in  private  hands  and  to  have  a  guaranteed 
annual  sale  for  15  years  to  the  Government  of  from  150,000  to 
200,000  barrels,  the  price  for  which  during  the  life  of  the  contract 
Mould  be  fixed  by  tender  at  the  outset.  Invitations  to  tender  Mere 
sent  to  various  firms  and  the  competition  was  actually  held,  but 
for  some  reason  the  project  was  M'ithdrawn.  Another  scheme  on  the 
same  lines  is  now  believed  to  be  again  under  consideration. 

As  regards  harbour  improvements  at  Vladivostok,  accommodation  is  to 
be  provided  for  not  less  than  25  ocean-going 
steamers.  The  plans  have  not  yet  been  approved 
in  their  final  state,  but,  in  addition  to  the  w'harves 
already  existing,  there  will  be  one  for  berthing 
five  steamers  on  the  western  side  of  Golden  Horn 
Bay,  M’ith  a  mole  for  another  four  steamers.  On 
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the  southern  side  of  the  bay  there  are  to  be  constructed  two  new 
wharves,  one  for  loading  and  discharging  coal  and  the  other  for 
timber.  A  branch  railway  line  will  leave  the  main  line  at  Pervaya 
Ryetchka  — the  first  station  out  of  Vladivostok — and,  passing  round 
the  eastern  extremity  of  Golden  Horn  Bay,  will  go  as  far  as  Cape 
Tchurkin,  and  thus  supply  communication  with  the  coal  and  timber 
wharves.  The  cost  of  the  harbour  extensions  will  be  approximately 
6,000,000  roubles '"about  £633,300),  exclusive  of  the  railwav,  which 
will  be  in  the  neighbourhood  of  3,500,000  roubles  (about  £369,400), 
and  the  period  of  construction  probably  five  years.  A  complete 
project  had  been  drawn  up  for  thoroughly  equipping  the  port  with 
cranes,  elevators,  repairing  shops,  godowns,  refrigerating  plant  and 
electric  installations,  but  this  is  not  being  adopted,  it  being  now 
decided  to  proceed  with  the  equipment  of  the  port  gradually  as 
necessity  arises.  In  the  meantime  150,000  roubles  (about  £15,800) 
have  been  allotted  for  building  an  electric  power  station.  The  work 
on  the  harbour  extension  will  be  let  out  at  public  auction  to  private 
contractors. 


The  main  question  outstanding  is  still  that  of  waterworks  (see  “  Board 
.  of  Trade  Journal”  of  26th  October,  1911,  p.  161), 
,  „  ^  and,  with  the  growing  population  and  improve- 

^  ment  in  general  conditions,  the  lack  of  w'ater  is 
becoming  a  more  and  more  serious  matter  and 
one  of  w’hich  the  settlement  cannot  long  be  delayed,  particularly  as 
new  wells  sunk  give  unsatisfactory  results.  The  Government  have 
now  realised  the  urgency  of  the  situation,  and  detailed  information  on 
the  local  sources  of  supply  has  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  the 
Interior.  An  expert  has  been  sent  to  examine  the  conditions  and 
a  grant  made  for  experimental  purposes.  The  problem  is  not  one 
which  should  prove  by  any  means  insuperable,  for  the  average 
annual  rainfall  is  about  25  inches,  of  which  some  4  per  cent,  falls  in 
the  winter,  17  per  cent,  in  the  spring,  50  per  cent,  in  the  summer,  and 
29  per  cent,  in  the  autumn,  and  the  town  is  situated  at  the  base  of 
ranges  of  hills,  the  formation  of  which  should  render  the  construction 
of  reservoirs  feasible.  The  question  of  sewerage  is  also  one  the 
settlement  of  which  cannot  long  be  postponed.

The  Board  of  Trade,  on  the  recommendation  of  their  Advisory 
Committee  on  Commercial  Intelligence,  recently  arranged  for  the 
formation,  by  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  in  the  Self-Govern¬ 
ing  Dominions,  of  extensive  collections  of  samples  of  hardware, 
hollow-w'are,  and  tools,  of  foreign  manufacture,  which  compete  on  a 
large  scale  in  those  Dominions  with  similar  goods  of  United  Kingdom 
origin.  (See  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  of  fith  June,  1912,  p.  500.) 
The  samples  will  be  accompanied  in  all  cases  by  detailed  information 
as  to  country  of  manufacture,  price,  landed  cost,  and  other  matters 
affecting  the  trade. 

A  collection  of  this  kind,  made  by  His  Majesty’s  Trade 
Commissioner  for  South 'Africa,  has  already  been  exhibited  in  various 
commercial  and  industrial  centres  and  has  attracted  considerable 
interest. 

A  similar  collection  has  been  received  from  H.M.  Trade  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  New  Zealand  and  is  now  being  exhibited  by  the  Birmingham 
and  Sheffield  Chambers  of  Commerce.  The  exhibits  at  Birmingham 
include  such  articles  as  household  hardware,  locks,  lamps,  &c. ;  and 
those  at  Sheffield,  cutlery,  tools,  and  implements  of  various  kinds.

COUNTRIES  IMMEDIATELY  AFFECTED  BY  THE  BALKAN 
WAR:  NOTICES  TO  SHIPPERS  AND  OTHERS. 

Greek  Coast  Lights  Extinguished. 

With  i-eference  to  the  notice  on  p.  374  of  last  week’s  issue  of  thfr 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  notifying  that  certain  Greek  coast  lights 
have  been  extinguished,  it  appears  from  the  “  London  Gazette  ”  of 
14th  February  that  H.M.  Minister  at  Athens  has  telegraphed  to  the 
efi’ect  that  the  remaining  lights  on  the  Greek  coast,  as  well  as  those 
on  Chios,  Mitylene,  Psara,  Icaria,  and  their  dependencies,  will  be 
extinguished  until  further  notice. 

Commercial  Situation  in  Turkey. 

The  “  Borsen-Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  12th  February  states,  on  the 
authority  of  the  German  Consul  at  Constantinople,  that  the  markets  in 
that  city  revived  considerably  towards  the  end  of  last  and  the 
beginning  of  this  year  owing  to  the  hopes  which  had  been  persistently 
entertained  of  the  early  conclusion  of  peace.  Recent  events  have, 
however,  had  an  injurious  effect  and  retarded  business.  Credit 
is  strained  to  the  utmost  limit  and  there  is  an  upward  tendency 
in  the  price  of  food  necessaries.  Furthermore,  six  or  seven  cases  of 
suspension  of  payment  have  occurred.  With  one  exception,  however, 
these  refer  only  to  quite  small  firms  whose  stability  could  not 
materially  affect  general  market  conditions.  Notwithstanding  the 
war  and  the  internal  political  conditions,  it  may  be  said  that 
Constantinople  has  well  survived  the  anxious  period  through  which 
the  country  has  been  passing.  It  cannot,  of  course,  concludes  the 
“  Borsen-Zeitung,”  be  stated  how  long  the  present  conditions  will 
last,  as  everything  depends  on  the  development  of  the  political 
situation.  It  is,  however,  scarcely  advisable  to  enter  into  new 
business  arrangements  without  exercising  due  caution. 
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REGISTRATION  OP  FIRMS  IN  QUEENSLAND. 

Amended  Law. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  “  Registration 
of  Firms  Act  Amendment  Act  of  1912”  (No.  27  of  1912),  dated 
7th  December,  1912,  which  makes  various  amendments  in  the 
“Registration  of  Firms  Act  of  1902”  regarding  the  registration  of 
firms  in  Queensland.

ICE-OBSERVATION  IN  THE  ATLANTIC. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  for  co-operation  between  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  principal  Atlantic  steamship  lines  in  carrying 
-out  during  the  present  year  the  recommendations  of  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Advisory  Committee  in  their  report  on  life  saving  at  sea 
with  respect  to  stationing  an  ice  observation  vessel  to  the  north  of 
the  steamship  routes  across  the  North  Atlantic. 

In  accordance  with  the  advice  of  a  special  Conference  summoned 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  consider  the  best  means  of  giving  effect  to 
this  recommendation,  it  is  proposed  that  a  vessel  should  be  stationed 
off  the  East  Coast  of  North  America  to  the  north  of  the  steamship 
routes  during  the  coming  Spring  to  watch  the  break  up  of  the  ice 
and  to  report  its  movement  on  the  way  to  the  routes. 

The  “  Scotia,”  a  whaler  formerly  employed  on  the  Scottish 
Antarctic  Expedition,  has  been  chartered  to  carry  out  this  work  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  she  will  be  ready  to  leave  Dundee,  where  she  is 
at  present  lying,  about  the  end  of  this  month.  The  vessel  is  being 
fitted  with  a  Marconi  wireless  installation  having  a  long  range  so 
that  she  will  be  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  wireless  stations  in 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador.  The  cost  of  the  expedition  will  be 
shared  between  His  Majesty’s  Government  and  the  principal  Atlantic 
steamship  lines. 

In  order  to  make  the  necessary  observations  in  connection  with 
the  movement  of  the  ice  there  will  be  three  scientific  observers  on 
the  vessel.  As  the  vessel  will  be  from  time  to  time  stationary,  it  is 
expected  that  these  observers  will  be  able  to  make  oceanographical 
and  meteorological  observations  as  to  currents,  &c.  which  will  be  of 
general  scientific  interest,  as  well  as  of  direct  value  to  the  work  in 
hand. 


BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Southern  Nigeria. — According  to  the  official  “  Lagos  Customs  and 
Trade  Journal”  of  2nd  January,  there  is  in  Southern  Nigeria  a  practi¬ 
cally  undeveloped  market  for  foodstuffs  suitable  for  a  class  of  popula¬ 
tion  demanding  cheap  articles  of  diet.  Cheap yioitr,  sylit  peas,  crackers, 
salt  fish,  &c.  should  meet  with  a  ready  sale  if  properly  placed  on  the 
market. 

A  cash  trade  is  possible  in  the  Obudu  district  and  goods  could  be 
exchanged  for  ground  nuts  and  millet.  Palm  oil  is  made  for  local 
eonsumption  but  no  external  trade  in  palm  products  has  been 
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developed  up  to  the  pi-esent  in  that  district.  There  are  excellent 
roads  from  Obudu  to  Bansara  and  Katona  Allah  (Northern  Nigeria), 
and  light  motor  traffic  should  be  possible  when  the  bridges  are 
completed. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  question  of  packing  goods  so  as  to 
make  their  handling  and  stowage  during  transport  as  easy  and  as  cheap 
as  possible.  Kecently  a  consignment  of  2,000  boxes  of  sugar,  weigh¬ 
ing  14  lbs.  each,  was  landed  at  Lagos.  The  handling  of  these  small 
boxes  of  somewhat  flimsy  construction  took  much  longer  and  cost 
more  than  if  they  had  been  packed  in  cases  of  four  or  six  boxes  or 
even  bound  securely  together  with  iron  bands.  Some  firms  have 
found  it  economical  to  pack  several  small  bags  of  rice  into  a  large 
outer  bag.  Salt  has  also  been  similarly  packed  and  at  least  one  firm 
have  adopted  the  plan  of  packing  small  boxes  together. 

The  most  convenient  weight  generally  for  handling  in  the  Customs 
sheds  is  56  lbs.,  but  much  depends  on  the  shape  and  size  of  the 
package  and  the  method  of  packing.  Kerosene  cases  weighing  84 
lbs.  are  easily  handled  and  stacked. 

British  Guiana. — The  following  has  been  received  from  the  Con¬ 
troller  of  Customs  at  Georgetown,  Demerara  (Mr.  J.  M.  Keid) : — 

It  cannot  be  said  as  a  rule  that  British  commercial  travellers 
utilise  their  samples  to  the  utmost  advantage  in  the  British  Guiana 
market.  Some  travellers  represent  upwards  of  six  firms  each, 
and  consequently  carry  a  numerous  variety  of  samples,  with  many  of 
which  they  are  not  infrequently  entirely  unacquainted.  On  the  other 
hand,  travellers  from  the  United  States  specialise,  so  to  speak,  and 
each  traveller  carries  with  him  the  goods  with  which  he  is  thoroughly 
conversant.  It  naturally  follows  that  such  intimate  knowledge,  well 
applied,  helps  to  secure  orders  which  might  otherwise  be  lost. 

Complaints  are  made  that  the  majority  of  British  firms  do  not  pay 
sufficient  attention  to  detail,  and  to  keeping  their  catalogues  and 
price  lists  up-to-date.  The  Germans  are  always  issuing  new  and  up- 
to-date  lists  profusely  illustrated  with  drawings,  photographs,  &c., 
and  containing  minute  descriptions  of  even  the  smallest  articles. 

Such  things  as  trunks,  canisters,  travelling  bags,  toilet  requisites, 
j^fumes,  soaps  and  even  tools  are  as  a  rule  very  attractively  got  up 
and  packed  by  American  and  German  firms,  so  that,  given  two 
articles  of  the  same  kind  and  selling  price,  the  smart  and  attractive 
appearance  of  the  foreiyn-made  one  will  usually  result  in  its  being 
taken  in  preference  to  the  article  of  British  manufacture. 

Mr.  Reid  adds: — “In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  I  consider  British 
trade  would  be  assisted  by  the  sending  of  fewer  catalogues  and  more 
commercial  travellers,  I  quite  realise  the  value  of  the  catalogue  as 
an  advertising  medium,  particularly  in  certain  lines  of  business,  and 
no  doubt  it  yields  profitable  results,  otherwise  British  manufacturers 
would  not  continue  its  distribution  ;  but  as  a  method  of  creating 
openings  for  British  trade  I  think  it  is  overdone,  and  a  smart 
traveller  with  a  good  knowledge  of  his  business,  all  other  things 
being  equal,  will  do  more  to  extend  British  trade  in  a  week 
than  advertising  by  catalogue  will  do  in  twelve  months. 
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“  It  is  mostly  in  the  cheaper  classes  of  certain  kinds  of  goods  that 
the  United  Kingdom  is  losing  ground.  Where  quality  is  a  prime  con¬ 
sideration  she  can  still  hold  her  own,  but  in  nearly  all  the  Crown 
Colonies  and  Protectorates  situated  within  the  tropical  belt,  the  large 
majority  of  the  population  has  no  great  amount  of  money  to  spend ; 
therefore  cheap  articles  of  clothing  arufj  household  utility  naturally 
find  a  ready  sale  amongst  them,  so  that  the  British  manufacturer 
cannot  afford  to  despise  the  production  of  articles  of  cheap  and  low- 
grade  quality,  even  although  he  may  feel  disinclined  to  engage  in 
such  a  trade.” 

Vladivostok. — The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by 
H.M.  Consul  at  Vladivostok  (Mr.  R.  M.  Hodgson)  on  the  trade  of 
that  district  in  1911,  which  will  shortly  be  issued  : — 

The  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom  in  1911  remained  pretty 
much  what  it  always  has  been,  with  perhaps  a  slight  tendency 
towards  improvement.  The  number  of  travellers  representing  British 
firms  certainly  showed  an  increase,  and  instead  of  following  the 
practice  generally  followed  hitherto  of  dashing  through  Vladivostok 
on  the  way  to  or  from  some  other  country  and  spending  a  few  hours, 
or  at  the  most  a  couple  of  days,  at  that  town,  those  who  came  had 
generally  sufficient  time  at  their  disposal  to  get  a  reasonable  grasp  of 
the  local  commercial  conditions  and  of  the  prospects  of  trade.  Such 
travellers  as  were  in  a  position  to  visit  this  and  other  centres  of 
Eastern  Siberia  appeared  to  carry  aw’ay  the  impression  that  in  that 
country  there  does  really  exist  a  market  for  British  goods  and  that, 
if  any  effort  is  ever  to  be  made  to  take  advantage  of  it,  now  is 
the  time  to  make  it. 

Among  orders  placed  in  the  United  Kingdom  recently  may  be 
mentioned  hrickmaking  machinery,  crucible  steel,  lathes  and  workshop 
equipment,  motor-boat  engines,  refrigerating  machinery,  ready-made 
clothes,  textiles,  boots  and  shoes,  haberdashery  and  hosiery.  British 
portable  engines  continue  to  hold  their  own,  and  the  importation  of 
corrugated  and  fiat  iron  sheets,  always  important,  is  increasing  in 
volume. 

The  Amur  Railway,  which  is  making  rapid  progress,  and  should  be 
completed,  except  for  the  bridge  over  the  Amur  at  Khabarovsk,  in 
1915,  is  opening  up  a  large  area  hitherto  untouched.  The  Russian 
Government  are  taking  in  hand  quite  a  variety  of  important  under¬ 
takings,  notably  the  proper  equipment  of  Vladivostok  Harbour  (see 
p.  425),  the  dredging  of  the  approaches  to  the  Amur,  and  very  large 
building  operations  for  the  naval  and  military  departments  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  ;  the  colonisation  authorities  are  improving  the 
means  of  communication,  and  the  settlement  on  the  land  of  peasants 
from  European  Russia  is  progressing  under  more  satisfactory  con¬ 
ditions  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past.  What  is  more  important 
still,  Russian  labour  is  being  introduced  in  place  of  Chinese  on  all 
works  depending  upon  the  Government,  and  is  being  encouraged  on 
private  enterprises.  On  all  sides  are  visible  signs  of  the  fixed 
policy  of  Russia  to  develop  the  Pri-Amur  and  populate  it  with  her 
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own  people.  The  exploitation  of  the  natural  resources  of  the 
country — minerals,  fisheries  and  timber — now  encouraged  by  a 
liberal  and  sympathetic  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  Administration, 
is  attracting  the  capital  which  is  essential  to  it.  The  purchasing 
power  of  the  community  is,  therefore,  increasing ;  it  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  British  manufacturers  will  make  some  serious  eflfort  to 
establish  themselves  in  a  market  which  they  have  been  content 
hitherto  to  leave  untouched. 

It  should  be  at  once  said  that  the  despatch  of  an  occasional 
traveller  will  not  effect  this  object,  nor  wdll  the  distribution  of  the 
most  alluring  catalogues  be  of  much  avail.  British  firms  must  be 
actively  and  eflSciently  represented  on  the  spot,  and  till  this  is  done 
no  real  improvement  in  the  position  can  be  hoped  for.  They  must 
bear  in  mind  that  German  trade  has  gained  predominance  at 
Vladivostok  by  starting  from  small  beginnings  when  the  Russian 
occupation  was  in  its  infancy,  and  that  it  has  grown  up  w'ith  the 
country ;  that  the  large  German  stores  having  Vladivostok  as  their 
centre  of  operations  were  founded  40  or  50  years  ago,  are  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  wants  of  the  inhabitants,  and  have  accustomed  them 
to  the  use  of  German  goods ;  that  they  have  a  perfect  acquaintance 
with  the  language,  have  opened  branches  in  the  various  centres  as 
their  growing  importance  seemed  to  justify  it,  and  have  capable 
trained  staff's.  Being  on  the  spot  and  organised  so  as  to  gauge 
the  financial  solidity  of  their  clients,  they  can — a  fact  that  is  all- 
important  at  Vladivostok — give  credit  where  circumstances  justify  it, 
and  have  a  hold  over  purchasers  which  oversea  firms  can  never  obtain. 

The  foregoing  wdll  hardly  sound  encouraging  to  British  firms 
desirous  of  wmrking  up  a  business  in  Vladivostok,  but  H.M.  Consul 
believes  that  no  good  object  can  be  achieved  by  minimising  the 
disadvantages  under  which  British  firms  must  labour  if  desirous  of 
making  the  effort  to  repair  the  indiflference  of  the  past. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  British  trade,  it  must  be  mentioned 
that  careful  packing  is  essential  in  the  case  of  goods  (machinery 
especially)  intended  for  Vladivostok.  Cargo  for  that  port  unless  sent 
nd  Shanghai  by  fast  steamers,  is  generally  three  months  or  more  on 
the  way,  and  has,  more  particularly  in  the  winter  months  at  Vladi¬ 
vostok,  to  go  through  extremes  of  temperature.  Bright  parts  of 
machinery  must  be  protected  and  thoroughly  coated  with  anti- rust 
composition.  Hay  and  straw  must  not  l>e  med,  and  parts  must  not  be 
left  loose  in  cases  but  must  be  carefully  secured.  Great  care  is  recom¬ 
mended  in  despatchiiuj,  so  as  to  ensure  that  no  portions  or  fittings  of 
machinery  be  omitted,  since  it  is  generally  impossible  to  replace  anything 
at  Vladivostoli,  or,  if  supplies  can  be  obtained,  they  are  very  dear. 

Another  point  worthy  of  attention  while  on  the  subject  of  machinery 
is  the  importance  of  sending  in  good  time  full  specifications  and 
w'orking  plans.  When  supplying  boilers,  certificates  of  factory  tests 
must  always  be  sent,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  tho  require¬ 
ments  of  Russian  law  must  be  studied  and  complied  with. 

Credit. — A  variety  of  causes  have  contributed  to  bring  about  an 
uneasy  situation  in  local  financial  conditions,  The  country  is  a  new 
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one  and  has  up  till  quite  recent  years  been  entirely  undeveloped.  It 
is,  however,  extremely  rich  in  natural  resources,  and  to  the  exploita¬ 
tion  of  these  a  considerable  amount  of  effort  has  lately  been  directed. 
Unfortunately  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  local  enterprises  are 
generally  insufficient  for  these  purposes,  and  whereas  on  the  one  hand 
money  from  European  Russia  is  extremely  slow  in  flowing  into  this 
region,  being  remuneratively  utilised  at  home,  capital  from  abroad 
has  been  chary  of  investments  in  a  country  where  its  use  is  subjected 
to  such  restrictions  as  is  the  case  in  Eastern  Siberia.  Consequently, 
recourse  on  a  quite  abnormal  scale  has  had  to  be  made  to  the  local 
banks,  of  which  there  are  only  two  (excluding  the  Imperial  Bank, 
which  only  gives  credit  on  a  very  limited  scale),  and  from  which 
accommodation  can  only  be  obtained  at  veiy  costly  rates,  viz.  10  to 
11  per  cent,  on  promissory  notes  with  two  signatures  and  at  terms 
from  three  to  six  months.  It  is  evident  that  nascent  industries,  such 
as  mining,  lumbering  and  fish  export,  must  be  most  adversely  affected 
by  such  stringent  credit  conditions,  and  that  this  is  so  is  being 
abundantly  demonstrated  at  the  present  time  when  hardly  a  single 
enterprise  of  the  kind  can  be  said  to  be  working  on  an  independent 
basis.  Once  in  the  hands  of  the  creditors  it  becomes  next  to  impos¬ 
sible  for  debtors  to  extricate  themselves,  the  consequence  being  that  the 
creditors  themselves  have  become  to  all  practical  purposes  the  owners 
of  numerous  undertakings,  and  so  occupy  a  position  which,  on  the 
face  of  it,  is  economically  unhealthy.  The  position,  already  sufficiently 
delicate  as  the  result  of  the  insufficiency  of  local  capital  to  meet  local 
needs,  has  been  aggravated  recently  by  the  decision  of  the  banks  to 
cut  down  credit  in  all  directions — a  decision  of  which  little  or  no 
w’arning  was  given,  and  which  has  seriously  disorganised  a  community 
in  w'hich  extended  stable  credit  facilities  are  a  necessity. 

Labour. — By  a  law  of  21st  June,  1910,  all  labour  other  than 
Russian  was  excluded  from  public  works  in  the  Pri-Amur  and  in  the 
Trans-Baikal  IVovince.  This  is  in  pursuance  of  the  general  policy 
now  being  followed  having  for  its  object  the  suppression  of  the 
universal  dependence  upon  Chinese  labour  throughout  the  territory. 
The  provisions  of  this  law  are  being  rigidly  adhered  to;  further, 
private  undertakings,  such  as  brick  and  cement  factories  and  saw 
mills,  built  for  supplying  materials  for  (Government  works  and  assisted 
financially  for  that  purpose,  are  being  compelled  by  clauses  in  their 
contracts  to  employ  none  but  Russian  workmen.  Lessees  of  conces¬ 
sions  from  Government  for  such  purposes  as  the  exploitation  of 
forests,  mines  and  fisheries  are  being  similarly  bound  to  the  use  of 
Russian  labour.  Chinese  dock  labourers  have  been  superseded  by 
Russians  for  some  months  past  for  the  purpose  of  handling  general 
cargo,  and  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  Co.  is  now  doing  away  with 
the  coolies  who  formerly  loaded  grain  and  bean  steamers  at  its 
wharves  at  Eggersheld.

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RUBBER  INDUSTRY  OF  THE  KASAI  DISTRICT  OF  THE 

CONGO. 

The  following  particulars  regarding  the  rubber  industry  of  the 
Kasai  District  of  the  Congo  State  have  been  received  from  H.M. 
Vice-Consul  for  the  Kasai  Province  (Mr.  II.  H.  Castens) : — 

Wild  rubber. — Vast  forests  of  rubber-yielding  lianas  or  vines 
abound  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  Kasai  as  far  south  as 
latitude  6,  and  it  is  the  latex  from  these  vines  which,  when  collected 
by  the  natives  and  bartered  to  Europeans,  forms  the  principal 
industry  of  the  district. 

The  following  are  the  most  common  varieties  of  liana,  and  those 
which  produce  the  best  rubber  : — 

Layidolf^ihia  owariemis,  which  is  perhaps  the  best  known  liana,  is 
found  throughout  the  district.  It  is  a  vigorous  vine  often  attaining 
a  length  of  300  ft.  and  a  circumference  at  the  base  of  18  in.,  and  has 
been  known  to  yield  33'35  ozs.  of  latex  in  one  year.  The  best  quality 
of  rubber  produced  from  this  tree  is  known  as  the  “  Kasai  Rouge,” 
but  the  natives  are  not  disposed  to  incur  the  extra  labour  of  cleaning 
entailed  in  its  production,  and  so  most  of  the  rubber  from  this  tree  is 
sold  in  an  inferior  form  known  as  “  Kasai  Noisettes,”  which  sell  for 
about  1 1  francs  per  kilog.  (about  4s.  per  lb.)  at  Antwerp. 

Landolphla  Geritilii,  possibly  only  a  variety  of  L.  ou'ariensis,  which 
is  considered  by  some  people  to  produce  the  next  best  rubber,  is 
found  in  almost  all  the  forests.  It  is  a  strong  healthy  vine  often 
reaching  a  length  of  250  ft.,  with  a  circumference  of  10  in. 

Clifandra  orientalis  (=  C.  Arnoldiana)  is  widely  scattered  through¬ 
out  the  district.  Its  latex  coagulates  less  rapidly  than  that  of  the  above- 
mentioned  two  lianas.  When  thoroughly  cleaned  and  boiled  it  pro¬ 
duces  a  rubber  known  as  “  Kasai  Noir  I.”  fetching  about  I2  o0  frs. 
per  kilog.  (about  4s.  6Jd.  per  lb.)  at  Antwerp. 

Landolphia  Klainei  flourishes  in  all  forests  bordering  on  the  river. 
When  immersed  in  boiling  water  the  latex  yields  an  excellent  black 
rubber. 

Landolphia  Thollonii,  or  grass  rubber,  is  only  found  in  the  more 
open  country  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  Kasai,  where  it  grows 
profusely.  It  is  remarkable  for  the  manner  in  which  its  roots 
penetrate  some  7^  to  9  feet  into  the  soil,  its  rhizomes  forming  thick 
clusters  beneath  the  surface.  The  natives  pound  the  grass  and  roots 
into  a  pulp,  in  order  to  expel  as  much  dirt  and  wood  as  possible.  The 
residue  is  rolled  into  balls,  which  are  threaded  on  sticks  and  are  then 
ready  for  sale.  On  account  of  the  dirty  state  in  which  this  rubber  is 
sold  it  only  realises  about  6  or  7  frs.  per  kilog.  (about  2s.  2d.  to 
2s.  6d.  per  lb.)  in  Europe,  but  it  is  said  that  the  rubber  from  the 
Thollonii  is  of  excellent  quality  when  properly  cleaned. 

Various  other  rubber-producing  lianas  grow  in  the  Kasai  but  the 
product  is  of  very  inferior  quality. 

Collection. — The  \isual  method  of  bringing  the  rubber  to  market  is 
briefly  as  follows: — White  managers  are  placed  in  charge  of  posts  in 
suitable  spots  and  supplied  with  a  good  stock  of  goods  for  barter. 
The  principal  articles  exchanged  are  lengths  of  cotton  cloth  (indigo 
drill),  blankets,  salt,  &c.  These  managers  employ  native  overseers  or 
“capitas,”  who  are  supplied  wdth  trading  goods  for  w’hich  they  agree 
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4o  provide  a  certain  quantity  of  rubber.  The  “  capita,”  in  his  turn, 
pays  the  native  rubber  collector  in  advance  to  go  into  the  forest  tO' 
obtain  the  rubber.  This  is  the  general  system,  but  the  native 
collectors  themselves  sometimes  bring  the  rubber  to  the  posts  or 
towns,  where  they  sell  it  to  the  best  advantage.  The  traders  must 
then  dry  the  rubber,  as  otherwise  it  would  lose  something  like  20  per 
cent,  of  its  weight  in  transit  to  Europe,  and  the  majority  usually 
clean  it  as  well.  The  rubber  is  then  packed  in  grass  bags  of  about 
80  kilogs.  (66  lbs.)  and  sent  to  a  post  on  the  river  Kasai  or 
8ankuru,  whence  it  is  despatched  to  Europe.  The  approximate  cost 
of  a  kilogramme  (2  204  lbs.)  of  rubber  despatched  from  Lusambo  to 
Europe  is  as  tbllows : —

With  the  exception  of  the  steamers  plying  between  Leopoldville 
and  the  different  posts  on  the  rivers  Kasai  and  Sankuru,  and  on  the 
river  Lukenge  between  Dekese  and  Mushi  in  the  north,  there  are  no 
means  of  transport  other  than  the  native  carrier. 

General  remarks. — It  is  estimated  that  from  1,800  to  2,000  tons  of 
rubber  are  exported  annually  from  the  Kasai,  of  w-hich  the  Kasai 
Company  probably  furnish  two-thirds;  no  statistics  on  the  point 
are,  however,  available. 

The  “  Domaine  de  la  Couronne”,  which  is  now  thrown  open  to 
trade,  abounds  in  wild  rubber,  though  recent  trouble  with  the  natives 
may  have  debarred  people  from  trading  there  to  any  extent.  For 
similar  reasons  many  other  parts  of  the  Kasai  have  hitherto  been  left 
untouched,  but  as  the  country  becomes  more  civilised  it  seems 
probable  that  those  who  are  first  in  the  field  should  reap  a  rich  harvest. 
The  country  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Basongo,  on  either  side  of 
the  Kasai  river,  is  said  to  be  very  rich  in  lianas,  but  few  traders  have 
yet  commenced  operations  there.

The  Bill,  as  given  in  the  official  “  Gazette,”  provides  that,  on  the 
exportation  abroad  of  the  articles  specified  in  the  subjoined  statement, 
and  also  on  the  exportation  of  these  articles  to  Russian  territories  in 
which  articles  of  a  similar  kind  are  admitted  free  of  duty,  drawback 
of  the  duties  on  the  materials  and  machinery  used  in  their  manufacture 
is  to  be  allowed  at  the  rates  shown.  The  goods  which  do  not  at 
present  enjoy  this  privilege  are  printed  in  italic  type ;  the  statement 
also  indicates  the  existing  rates  of  drawback  in  cases  where  these 
differ  from  the  proposed  rates,  and  gives  particulars  of  the  form  which 
the  drawback  is  to  take.

— In  accordance  with  the  Law  of  the  11th  July,  1906,  foreign 
preserved  sardines  may  not  be  entered  for  consumption  in  France, 
admitted  to  warehouse,  transit,  or  circulation,  or  exposed  for  sale, 
unless  the  name  of  the  country  of  origin  is  stamped  in  raised  or 
sunken  Roman  characters,  at  least  4  millimetres  in  height,  on  the 
centre  of  the  lid  or  bottom  of  each  receptacle  and  on  a  portion  not 
marked  with  any  printing.  The  same  indication  must  be  repeated  in 
adhesive  letters  on  the  cases  or  other  external  packings.  The  im¬ 
portation,  transit,  or  warehousing  of  tins  of  foreign  preserved  sardines 
weighing  over  1  kilog.  (2  2  lbs.)  is  likewise  prohibited.]  (c.  1,413.)

Under  these  regulations  it  is  provided  that  forest  plant  products, 
including  logs,  tan  bark,  posts,  poles,  railroad  ties,  cord  wood  and 
lumber  originating  in  any  one  of  the  States  of  Marne,  New  Hampshire, 
Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  shall  not  be 
admitted  into  Canada,  unless  such  forest  plant  products  are  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have  f>een  inspected  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  found  free  from  “  gipsy 
moth.”

Under  the  Sudan  Government 
Regulations,  which  are  shortly  to  be  published,  the  export  of 
unginned  cotton  from  the  Sudan  is  prohibited,  except  under  a 
w’ritten  permit  from  the  Director  of  Agriculture.  This  prohibition, 
however,  does  not  extend  to  the  export  by  land  of  unginned  cotton 
into  Abyssinia  and  Erytrea.  The  NotiBcation  further  states  that, 
until  the  30th  June,  1913,  permits  for  the  export  of  unginned 
cotton  will  be  granted  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  (Sudan 
Government)  at  his  discretion  in  the  case  of  Tokar  grown  cotton 
bearing  the  Government  mark,  if  it  is  proved  to  his  satisfaction 
that  such  cotton  is  being  exported  to  comply  with  existing  contracts ;

a  purely  technical  kind,  conferring  upon  the  State  Railway  authorities, 
under  certain  conditions  and  in  connection  with  Customs  procedure, 
powers  which  have  so  far  been  enjoyed  only  by  the  Customs  authori¬ 
ties.  There  are,  Sir  F.  Oppenheimer  adds,  only  three  new  provisions 
of  a  kind  likely  to  be  of  general  interest  to  the  public,  which  are  as 
follows : — 

(1)  From  April  1st,  1913,  the  public  will  be  entitled  to  have 
access  to  the  goods  deposited  in  the  various  Customs  depots  outside 
the  oflScial  hours  of  the  Customs  house,  and  during  the  official  hours 
of  the  railway  offices,  in  so  far  as  the  latter  extend  beyond  the 
former.  Since  the  Railway  authorities  begin  their  work  earlier  and 
continue  it  longer  than  the  Customs  authorities,  this  provision  will, 
in  Sir  F.  Oppenheimer’s  opinion,  be  a  convenience  to  the  public,  and 
will  reduce  congestion  in  the  Customs  depots. 

(2)  From  the  same  date,  it  will  be  permissible  to  write  out  all 
papers  needed  for  the  Customs  examination  of  goods,  in  French. 

(3)  So  far  as  travellers’  luggage  is  concerned,  the  older  by-laws 
have  been  confirmed.  In  certain  express  trains,  however,  it  will  in 
future  be  permissible  to  subject  such  luggrage  to  the  necessary 
Customs  examination  in  the  train  itself.  Moreover,  trains  are  to 
carry  notices  wdthin  the  various  compartments  setting  out  the 
methods  in  operation  for  the  examination  of  passengers’  luggage.

SWITZERLAND. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
copy  of  a  Decree  of  the  Swiss  Federal  Council, 
dated  the  14th  January,  modifying  Chapter  A 
(“  General  Provisions  ”)  of  the  Ordinance  of  the 
29th  January,  1909,*respecting  trade  in  alimentary 
produce  and  various  articles  of  common  use. 
This  Ordinance  establishes  the  standards  of  purity  to  which 
alimentary  products  that  are  placed  on  the  Swiss  market  {i.e.  which 
are  imported  for  consumption  or  manufactured  in  Switzerland  for  sale) 
must  conform,  and  lays  down  regulations  with  regard  to  the 
substances  (preservatives,  colouring  materials,  &c.)  which  are 
permitted  to  be  added  to  alimentary  products. 

The  new  Decree  adds  the  following  provisions  to  Chapter  A  of  the 
Ordinance  in  question  : — 

Article  2  his. — It  is  prohibited  to  place  on  the  market  alimentary 
products  under  designations  of  a  nature  to  deceive  the  purchaser. 

In  the  inscriptions  placed  on  receptacles,  packets,  &c.  of  alimentary 
j)roduct8  for  which  a  specific  designation  is  prescribed,  fancy  names 
(so  far  as  they  are  lawful)  and  marks  must  not  figure  in  letters  larger 
than  those  used  for  the  specific  designation.  The  inscriptions  must 
be  so  arranged  that  the  fancy  name  or  the  mark  and  the  specific 
designation  are  visible  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

The  declaration  of  the  additions  made  to  alimentary  products  (so 
far  as  such  additions  are  permitted  by  the  Ordinance  of  1909)  is 
obligatoiy  onl)^  in  cases  where  such  declaration  is  expressly  prescribed 
by  the  regulations.

AUSTRALIA.

various  States  of  the  Commonwealth  show  that  a 
good  deal  of  attention  is  now  being  paid  to  the 
practical  advantages  of  both  steam  and  internal 
combustion  rail  motors  for  use  on  branch  lines,  or 


where  the  traffic  is  light. 

The  South  Australian  Railway  Commissioners  during  the  year 
1911-12  ordered  an  internal  combustion  rail  motor  from  a  local  firm. 


The  car  will  seat  60  passengers  and  is  intended  for  use  in  connection 
with  the  passenger  traffic  between  Victor  Harbour  and  Goolwa.  The 
same  Commissioners  made  another  new  departure  by  ordering  from 
the  United  Kingdom  an  internal  combustion  locomotive  for  use 
on  light  lines. 

Two  petrol  rail  motors  of  foreign  manufacture,  which  have  been  in 
regular  service  on  the  Victorian  State  Railways  since  May  last,  are 
stated  to  have  given  satisfaction,  but  sufficient  experience  has  not 
yet  been  gained  to  enable  a  definite  comparison  to  be  made  between 
them  and  an  ordinary  steam  train  running  under  similar  conditions. 
Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  trial  of  a  steam  rail  motor  of 
the  type  used  on  the  Great  Western  Railway  (England). 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Tasmanian  State  Railways  is  of  the  opinion 
that  a  considerable  economy  could  be  effected  by  the  use  of  rail 
motors  for  passenger  traffic  on  some  of  the  branch  lines,  and  states 
that  the  Agent-General  in  London  for  Tasmania  is  making  enquiries 
with  a  view  to  finding  a  suitable  type  of  motor,  and  that  a  special 
report  will  be  furnished  to  the  Tasmanian  Government  in  due  course.

GERMANY. 

The  “  Bdrsen  Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  12th  February  states  that  the 
Rhenish  Westphalian  iron  and  steel  market  is  still 
feeling  the  effect  of  the  uncertainty  in  the  political 
situation  and  the  consequent  tension  in  the  money 
market.  Endeavours  are  being  made  to  bring 
down  prices,  but  so  far  without  any  particular 
success.  It  is  chiefly  in  the  case  of  business  for  small  accounts  where 
greater  activity  is  desired.  On  the  other  hand,  the  raw  material 
market  is  extraordinarily  firm ;  coal  sales  are  as  good  as  ever ;  there 
is  a  general  scarcity  of  iron  ore  and  a  very  considerable  scarcity  of 
pig  iron.  Steel  works  are  very  busy,  principally  on  account  of  the 
unusual  demand  for  railway  material.  The  export  trade  is  also  very 
good  and  there  is  an  upward  tendency  in  prices.  (X.  5,028.) 

The  “Borsen  Zeitung”  (Berlin)  of  14th  February  states  that  the 
yy  c-1  •  satisfactory  state  of  the  iron  and  steel  trade  which 
Iro^and  St^^  prevailed  in  1912  has  contimied  throughout 

Market  January.  Business  was  a  little  quieter  in  some 

branches,  but  it  was  only  temporary,  and  was 
brought  about  by  the  dear  money  market,  the  slackness  in  the 
building  industries,  and  the  Balkan  war.  General  market  conditions 
are  still  very  sound,  and  there  is  no  falling-off"  in  the  number  of 
orders,  although  the  export  trade  with  the  Balkan  States  has 
diminished.  The  principal  factor,  however,  is  that  the  home  demand 
is  so  good  that  the  rolling  mills  are  working  at  great  pressure. 
The  market  in  pig  iron  and  semi-manufactured  products  is  also 
excellent.  The  labour  market  is  quite  satisfactory,  and  there  is 
plenty  of  work  in  hand  for  the  next  few  months.

ITALY. 

The  “  Borsen-Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  13th  February  states,  on  the 
.  Qh’  h  authority  of  the  German  Consul  at  Genoa,  that 

Italian  shipbuilding  yards  participated  in  the 
general  prosperity  which  characterised  shipbuilding 
during  1912.  At  the  end  of  last  year  there  were  at  least  half  a  dozen 
large  vessels  being  built  for  the  Italian  mercantile  marine,  whilst  at 
the  end  of  1911  scarcely  any  of  the  larger  types  of  vessel  were  being 
built  in  Italy.  Nevertheless,  no  orders  of  any  importance  have  been 
coming  in  lately,  and  it  is  to  be  observed  that  a  number  of  the  larger 
Italian  shipbuilding  firms  have  not  a  single  vessel  under  construction 
in  Italy.  In  1912  only  six  vessels  of  more  than  1,000  tons  capacity 
(gross)  w^ere  built  in  Italian  yards,  including  only  one  of  5,000  gross 
register  tons.  Private  shipbuilders  have  not  been  much  favoured  ot 
late  with  orders  for  the  construction  of  war  vessels,  nor  were  many 
boats  belonging  to  the  torpedo  and  submarine  types  launched  in  1912. 
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GREECE. 

H.M.  Minister  at  Athens  writes  that  the  statement  quoted  on  p.  185 
.  .  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  23rd  January, 

Wor  ing  0  from  the  “Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  Slst 
Uineral  Deposi  :  December,  to  the  effect  that  “  mineral  oils  and 
Correction.  mineral  wells  are  free,  and  that  permission  to 
work  chrome  ore  deposits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies,”  is  not  accurate.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  position  in  regard 
to  these  minerals  is  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  other  minerals,  i.e.,  a 
concession  for  exploitation  is  granted  by  Royal  decree  on  the  proposal 
of  the  Ministers  of  the  Interior  and  of  Finance.

GERMANY. 


H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Leipzig  (Mr.  R.  M.  Turner)  has  furnished  the 
following  particulars  regarding  the  situation  in  the  textile  industrj' 
of  the  Gera-Greiz  district,  which  have  been  extracted  from  the  local 
press : —

that  trade  will  develop  less  favourably  than  during 
the  past  year.  As  regards  the  worsted  industry, 
quite  considerable  orders  for  yarns  have  been  placed 
for  the  second  quarter  of  this  year,  despite  the  com¬ 
paratively  high  prices.  The  weaving  branch,  how- 
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ever,  is  in  a  difficult  position  owing  to  the  firm  prices  for  yarn ;  in  a 
number  of  cases  very  considerable  orders  for  women’s  spring  and 
summer  dress  materials  as  well  as  for  men’s  suitings  were 
placed,  but  generally  business  with  customers  is  somewhat  hampered 
by  their  objection  to  the  increased  prices  of  the  goods.  This  objec¬ 
tion,  however,  is  not  justified,  for  the  weavers  have  calculated  with 
such  a  narrow  margin  of  profit  that  in  many  cases  it  seems  doubtful 
whether  a  manufacturer’s  profit  remains.  There  can  be  no  bargaining 
in  regard  to  yarn  quotations  since  the  spinners,  in  view'  of  the  un¬ 
commonly  firm  condition  of  the  wool  markets,  insist  on  the  prices 
they  have  fixed.  The  results  of  the  Australian  and  London  markets 
also  showed  that  the  complaints  over  too  highly  priced  goods  were  not 
justified.  The  fact  that  such  complaints  are  raised  is  probably  attribu¬ 
table  less  to  the  prices  that  w'ere  demanded  than  to  the  fact  that, 
in  consequence  of  the  Balkan  war,  both  wholesale  and  retail  dealers 
are  finding  difficulties  in  disposing  of  goods.  An  early  and  favourable 
settlement  of  the  political  complications  w’ould  certainly  give  a  feeling 
of  greater  security  to  business  generally,  the  more  so  since  the 
rumours  of  the  losses  of  manufacturers  in  the  Orient  and  in  the 
Balkan  countries  are  undoubtedly  exaggerated.  Certain  manufac¬ 
turers  have  asserted  that  Turkish  firms  of  good  reputation,  and  even 
Greek  firms,  up  to  the  last  few  days,  have  paid  their  accounts  when 
due,  and  renewed  bills  of  exchange  were  duly  met.  On  the  other 
hand,  trade  with  other  foreign  countries  appears  to  maintain  an 
adequate  level,  and  from  the  United  States  of  America  a  number 
of  large  orders  have  been  booked. 

Should  no  difficulties  arise  on  the  home  market,  there  w'ould  appear, 
despite  many  detrimental  factors,  no  reason  for  forming  too  pessi¬ 
mistic  a  view  of  the  situation,  (C.  i,3«0.) 

According  to  the  “  Frankfurter-Zeitung  ”  of  14th  February,  in  no 
_  j  r  f  1  German  industries  have  so  many  cartels  been 
opose  en  ra  formed  during  the  last  few  years  as  in  the  textile 

e  1  e  ureau.  industries.  It  must  be  added,  however,  that  a 

considerable  number  of  these  cartels  have  displayed  little  activity,  and 
as  a  matter  of  fact  many  of  them  w'ere  dissolved  soon  alter  their 
inception.  It  now  appears  that  a  project  is  on  foot  for  the 
establishment  of  a  central  bureau  for  the  textile  industry,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  induce  cohesion  among  the  various  branches.  It  is 
intended  that  this  central  bureau  shall  promote  the  economic  and 
political  interests  of  the  German  textile  industries  in  general,  w’hilst 
particular  questions  shall  be  settled  as  hitherto  by  the  various 
branches  of  the  industry.  The  plans  have,  how'ever,  not  yet 
assumed  definite  shape,  but  it  seems  that  the  most  influential  and 
best  organised  branches  of  the  German  textile  industries  are  at  the 
back  of  the  scheme.

in  anuary.  employers  (relating  to  1,290,287  workpeople), 

employment,  on  the  whole,  continued  good  in  January,  and  was 
better  than  a  year  ago. 

Employment  improved  in  the  coal  mining,  pig  iron,  iron  and  steel, 
engineering,  and  shipbuilding  trades,  but  there  was  some  falling  off 
in  the  tinplate,  textile,  pottery  and  glass  trades.  The  seasonal  decline 
in  the  building  and  brick  trades  continued. 

The  changes  in  rates  of  wages  taking  effect  in  January  affected  over 
half-a-million  w'orkpeople,  whose  wages  were  increased  by  nearly 
£27,000  per  week. 

Compared  wdth  a  year  ago,  there  was  a  more  or  less  marked 
improvement  in  the  pig  iron,  iron  and  steel,  engineering,  textile,  boot 
and  shoe,  printing,  glass,  pottery  and  brick  trades.  The  building 
and  woodworking  trades  were  only  slightly  better.  The  high  level 
which  had  been  attained  in  coal  mining  in  January,  1912,  w^as 
maintained. 

In  the  trade  unions,  wnth  a  net  membership  of  884,444,  making 
returns,  19,498  (or  2'2  per  cent.)  were  returned  as  unemployed  at  the 
end  of  January,  1913,  compared  with  2*3  per  cent,  at  the  end  of 
December,  1912,  and  2*7  per  cent,  at  the  end  of  January,  1912.

^F^rtihs^^  °  vious  notices  relative  to  the  importation  and 
registration  of  fertilisers  in  the  Cape  Province, 
H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  South  Africa  (Sir  R.  Sothern  Holland) 
has  forwarded  a  copy  of  an  official  notice  which  has  been  issued  to 
importers  in  South  Africa  calling  their  attention  to  certain  points 
regarding  the  registration  of  fertilisers.  Importers  are  reminded  that 
the  practice  of  re-registering  any  particular  consignment  that  may 
vary  slightly  in  chemical  composition  from  that  originally  registered 
for  that  particular  brand  is  liable  to  lead  to  confusion,  and  that  in 
future  the  Authorities  will  not  accept  concurrent  registrations  of  this 
nature.  If  the  difference  in  composition  is  so  great  that  the  original 
registration  will  not  serve,  the  new  article  to  be  registered  must  have 
some  distinguishing  title,  such  as  “  Quality  A,”  added  to  its  name. 
If  this  is  not  done  the  original  registration  will  be  regarded  as 
cancelled,  and  all  fertilisers  sold  under,  or  bearing,  the  brand 
concerned  will  be  regarded  as  governed  by  the  last  registration,  and 
the  importer  will  be  held  responsible  accordingly.

RUSSIA. 

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Odessa  (Mr.  F.  Watson)  reports  that  the 
Inspector  of  Inland  Revenue  at  Odessa  is  carrying 
out  an  active  investigation  of  contracts,  invoices,  and 
other  documents  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether 
the  right  amounts  of  stamp  duty  have  been  paid 
thereon.  The  investigation  is  of  a  specially 
stringent  order  in  consequence  of  numerous  evasions  of  the  law 
having  been  discovered,  and  it  is  said  that  hardly  a  single  commercial 
firm  will  escape  without  tines  of  more  or  less  gravity.  The  present 
law  is  very  complicated  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  simpler  law  will  be 
passed  in  the  near  future.  (C.  1,308.)

Prospects  of  the 
Ice  Harvest. 


NORWAY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  282  of  the  “Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  30th  January  relative  to  the  prospects 
of  the  Norwegian  ice  harvest,  H.M.  Consul  at 
Christiana  (Mr.  E.  F.  Gray)  now  reports  that  it 
appears  from  information  received  from  the  British  Vice-Consul  at 
Kragero,  under  date  8th  February,  that  the  ice  was  then  melting  fast, 
and  that  unless  cold  weather  soon  appeared  there  was  great  doubt  of  a 
normal  harvest.  There  have  been  only  14  days  of  cold  weather  this 
winter  in  the  Kragero  district,  and  prices  of  ice  are  rising. 

The  Vice-Consul  at  Porsgrund  reports,  under  date  1st  February,  to 
the  effect  that  though  the  ice  has  grown  to  about  a  foot  in  thickness 
on  lakes  in  the  inner  part  of  the  Frier  Fjord,  it  is  only  about  7  to 
9  ins.  on  the  lower  lakes,  and  that  at  Saltboden  the  lake  proprietors 
have  decided  to  abandon  the  ice  owing  to  the  weight  of  snow.  At 
Langaggen,  in  the  Brevik  district,  there  are  about  7  to  10  ins.  of  ice, 
or  about  half  the  usual  thickness  for  the  time  of  the  year.  The 
quantity  of  ice  this  winter  will,  the  Vice-Consul  thinks,  be  far  below 
the  average,  and  the  quality  also. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Christiania  adds  that  the  outlook  from  the  ice 
exporters’  point  of  view  is  described  in  the  local  press  as  “  very 
dismal.”  (3,68r>.) 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Chicago  (Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent)  reports  that 
p  _  .  estimates  based  on  returns  received  by  the  United 

w  an  emen  States  Geological  Survey  up  to  15th  January 
indicate  that  the  total  quantity  of  Portland 
cement  manufactured  in  the  United  States  in 
1912  was  approximately  81,941,998  barrels  (of  380  lbs.),  as  compared 
with  78,528,637  barrels  in  1911,  an  increase  of  3,413,361  barrels  or 
4‘3  per  cent.  This  estimate  is  believed  to  be  within  1*5  per  cent,  of 
the  exact  figure.

Kingdom  for  the  month  of  January,  1913,  have  been  published.  The 
accounts,  which  are  issued  on  the  7th  or  8th  of  each  month,  may  be  pur¬ 
chased*  at  a  cost,  in  the  present  instance,  of  lid.  per  copy,  exclusive  of 
postage. 

Attention  is  further  called  to  the  fact  that  three  volumes  of  the  “  Annual 
Statement  of  the  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  Foreign  Countries  and 
British  Possessions  ”  for  the  year  1911  have  been  issued,  and  may  be  pur¬ 
chased*  at  a  cost  of  Ss.  6d.  for  the  first  volume,  3s.  fid.  for  the  second,  and  38.  Id. 
for  the  third.  This  publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  information  than  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years  1907-1911,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country, 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  tranship¬ 
ments  and  articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  Unit^ 
Kingdom  with  each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade 
at  each  port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement) 
contains  a  classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the 
“  Annual  Statement  ’’  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

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Confidential  Information  as  to  Openings  Abroad  for 
British  Trade,  &c. 

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  1st  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  imhiding  the  supply 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “  Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

On  application 
being  made  to  it  either  personally  or  by  letter,  the  Branch  supplies. 
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BO  far  as  is  possible,  information  with  regard  to  the  following 
subjects,  viz.  :  Commercial  statistics  ;  Matters  relating  to  Foreign 
and  Colonial  Tariffs  and  Customs  Regulations  ;  Lists  of  Firms 
Abroad  engaged  in  particular  lines  of  business  in  different  localities  ; 
Foreign  and  Colonial  Contracts  open  to  Tender ;  Sources  of  Supply, 
Prices,  &c.,  of  Trade  Products;  Forms  of  Certificates  of  Origin; 
Regulations  concerning  Commercial  Travellers,  &c.,  &c. 

There  is  a  Sample  Room  at  the  offices  of  the  Branch,  where,  in

(Applications  to  the  Umpire.) 

In  pursuance  of  Regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
dated  26th  day  of  March,  1912,  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the

244.  Workmen  employed  by  a  railway  company  and  engaged  in 
the  repairing  of  station  platforms  and  cattle  pens. 

245.  Workmen  emj)loyed  by  a  firm  of  tube  makers  and  described 
as  fitters  and  iron  turners  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  boiler  tubes. 

Any  representations  with  reference  to  any  of  the  above  applications 
may  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Umpire,  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  work¬ 
man  or  employer  appearing  to  him  to  be  interested,  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  forwarded  to  the  Registrar,  Office  of 
the  Umpire,  47,  Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W.,  on  or  before 
March  7th,  1913. 
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Notice  is  further  given  that  the  Umpire  proposes  to  give  his 
decision  on  the  above  applications  on  or  after  March  10th,  1913. 

Extract  from  Reoclations. 

3.  If  before  the  date  specifietl  in  the  notice  any  representations  with  reference 
to  the  application  are  made  in  writing  to  the  Umpire  by  or  on  behalf  of  any 
workman  or  employer  appearing  to  him  to  be  interested,  or  the  Board  of  Trade, 
the  Umpire  shall  take  those  representations  into  his  consideration,  and  the 
Umpire  may  at  any  time  before  the  said  date  require  any  persons  to  supply  to 
him  such  information  in  writing  as  he  thinks  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  him  to  give  a  decision. 

All  such  representations  and  information  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any 
employer  or  workman  appearing  to  the  Umpire  to  be  interested  or  any  persons 
authorised  in  that  behalf  by  any  such  employer  or  workman  or  the  Board  of 
Trade. 

4.  Any  persons  claiming  to  be  interested  may  apply  to  the  Umpire  to  be 
heard  by  him  orally  in  reference  to  any  application  under  these  Regulations,  and 
the  Umpire  may,  in  any  case  in  which  he  thinks  it  desirable,  require  the 
attendance  of  any  person  before  him  to  give  oral  information  on  the  subject  of 
any  application.

NATIONAL  INSURANCE  ACT,  1911.— PART  II.— 
UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decisions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  PAYABLE  in 
respect  of: — 

1275.  Workmen  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the  manufacture  or 
fixing  of  sliding  and  folding  partitions  forming  part  of  the  fittings  of 
a  building. 

1276.  Workmen  employed  on  road  work,  including  the  relaying 
of  the  surface,  in  connection  with  the  construction,  reconstruction  or 
alteration  of  tramway  lines. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published. 
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
